GETTING UP. THE HANKOW - |

. Bankow, Cth July, 
Tho trouble began on Thursday alter- 
noon, the 4°h inst. Pravious to that, our 
Consul had been informed that trouble was 
a-brewing, through the . experiences of cer- 
toin. of tha Wochang Missionaries, whose 
houses and persons had been rathor freely 
handled by somo of the students, at pre- 
gent up for examination, who had somehow 
becomy -aware that, iinier the’ present 
régime, they are ut liberty to work their 
will on any unfortunate foreigner who falls
